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Art Show Here 
Promises High 
Quality Work

Months of enthusiastic activ¬ 
ity of the Exhibits Committee 
of the Friends of the Library 
will culminate on Nov. 4 with 
the reception for the first Pur¬ 
chase Prize Award Exhibition. 

Sierra Madre can be justly 
proud of the high quality art 
show that will attract attention 
and comment far and wide. 
There will be 21 prominent art¬ 
ists competing for the purchase 
prize of $350. 

This, it is hoped, will be the 
beginning of the collection of 
fine arts works as a permanent 
acquisition of our Library. 


Allocation of gasoline tax 
funds to pave certain Sierra 
Madre streets has been denied 
by the County Board of Super¬ 
visors. it was revealed at the 
City Council meeting Tuesday 
night. 

A letter from Sam R. Ken¬ 
nedy, county road commission¬ 
er, to the City Council revealed 
that the supervisors have not 
changed their policy despite a 
law passed by the legislature 
which perm its them to do so. 

It~was also reported that the 
resolution .sent to the Board of 
Supervisors by Sierra Madre 
was not presented to them, but 
instead was turned over to 
Kennedy. 

“It is my personal feeling,” 
said Councilman Lome Pratt, 
“that Sierra Madre never had 
a hearing. Something is badly 
in error in the workings of the 
county if we aren’t entitled to 
the dignity of a hearing.” 

The council, despite this set¬ 
back, will still try to get the 
money, which amounts to more 
than $22,000. 

Another resolution will be 
drafted and the city, if and 
when it gets a hearing, will be 
represented before the Board of 
Supervisors. 

"The State Legislature, in a 
law effective last Sept. 7, cje- 
clared that all streets in Los 
Angeles County are of interest 
to the county. Therefore, the 
Board of Supervisors may alio- 
cate gas tax money to repair 
streets if it so desires. 

Under the old legislation, the 
board could allocate funds to 
repair only intra-city .streets. 

“The Board of Supervisors,” 
City Administrator Lawrence 
Bevington said, “apparently is 
not going to give anything un¬ 
der the new legislation that 
they wouldn’t give under the 
old.” 

The city wants the money to 
repave parts of Manzanita, Ra¬ 
mona, Fairview, Carter and 
Michillinda. 


Report Shows Children Have Much Less 
Decay Than Those in Five Other Areas 


Sierra Madre’s children have unusually good teeth because 
of the beneficial effects of the natural fluorine in our water. 

This, in substance, was the conclusion of the State Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health in a report read at the Sierra Madre School 
Board meeting Monday night. The report was presented by Dr. 

Milton W. Valois, board presi¬ 
dent and a local dentist. 

The State Department of Pub¬ 
lic Health, in cooperation with 
the U.S. Health Department, 
examined the teeth of all 
school children here last April 
19 and 20. 

Five other surveys in non¬ 
fluoride areas also were made 
in order to get comparisons 
with Sierra Madre. Highlight.s 
of the report follow: 

1. The DMF rates (average 
number of decayed, missing 
and filled permanent teeth) are 
appreciably lower in Sierra 
Madre. 

In non-fluoride areas, for ex¬ 
ample, the DMF rates of 9-year- 
old children range from 2.6 to 
3.3. The Sierra Madre rate is 
1.7, or 34.6 to 48.5 per cent low¬ 
er. The reductions for other 
ages are comparable. 

2. Sierra Madre children’s 
teeth are less affected by decay 
than the teeth of children in 
non-fluoride regions. 

Children here, in fact, have 
16.4 to 26.6 per cent less decay 
than those in the 9-year-old 
age group in other cities in the 
survey. 

Approximately 35.8 per cent 
of the 9-year-olds here have no 
decayed permanent teeth, 
whereas in the best of the non¬ 
fluoride areas (Fresno City) the 
percentage is only 19.4. 

3. Dental care in Sierra 
Madre is better than the best 
of the non-fluoride groups. 
About 51 per cent of the 9-year- 
olds here have teeth affected 
with decay filled. In Alameda 
City, the best of the non-fluo¬ 
ride cities in this respect, only 
43 per cent of the teeth affected 
with decay are filled. 

4. Sierra Madre has the op¬ 
timum (most favorable) amount 
of fluorine in its water, or 
about one part per million 
parts of water. Therefore, there 
is no danger of the disease 
fluorosis here. 

The report, signed by Dr. 
Lloyd F. Richards, chief of the 
State Division of Dental Health, 
said: 

“We have now completed the 
analysis of the Sierra Madre 
dental survey and have en¬ 
closed two copies of the results. 
We have . also enclosed data 
from five other surveys con¬ 
ducted by the Division of Den¬ 
tal Health in areas where the 
water was not fluoridated. 

“By comparing these data 
with yours you will see the 
beneficial effects of fluoridated 
water. It should be noted also 
that if the children now In 
Sierra Madre had lived there 
all their lives the benefits 
would be even more pro¬ 
nounced.” 

One word of caution is neces¬ 
sary. Tooth pastes and powders 
that contain a fluoride should 
not, in all cases, be used in 
areas where the water contains 
natural fluorine, dentists warn. 
Read the instructions on the 
box carefully before using them.

Councilman Harold Roberts, 
who acted as mayor in the ab¬ 
sence of Charles H. James, re¬ 
ported that the Pasadena firm 
of James M. Montgomery was 
unable to complete its study of 
Sierra Madre’s proposed new 
rate structure becau.so of the 
pre.ss of other business. 

The report from the firm, 
however, is expected to be pre¬ 
sented at the next meeting of 
the Council Nov. 8. The Mont¬ 
gomery firm, specialist in Cali¬ 
fornia water problems, prepared 
the first report upon which the 
new rate structure is based. 

The City Council has twice 
previously delayed a second 
reading of the ordinance which 
would boo.st water rates here 
from 10 to more than 24 per 
cent. 

All councilmen are agreed 
that a rate hike is necessary, 
but the method by which it 
will be increased is in doubt.

CITY TO REPLACE

DESKS, THAT IS 


The City of Sierra Madre is 
going to get some new office 
equipment, including a desk to 
replace the antique that graces 
the office of Police Chief Gor¬ 
don G. McMillan. 

City Administrator Lawrence 
Bevington said lockers, filing 
cabinets and four new desks 
will be purchased from money 
already allocated. This equip¬ 
ment will cost approximately 
SI,400. 

The desk in Chief McMillan's 
office, Bevington said, has been 
there at least since 1928. 

Two other new desks will be 
put in the Water Department 
office, where they probobly 
won't be much used until the 
controversy over new water 
rates subsides. A fourth will be 
placed in the city clerk's office. 


The Sierra Madre Hi.storical Society, at its annual dinner in 
the Woman’s Club last .Saturday, appointed committees and drew 
up plans to assist the Library here. 

About 80 persons, both new and old to Sierra Madre, attended 
the dinner. Tables were arranged according to the number of 
years the diners iiave lived 
iiere. 

The society decided to take 
several stops to help the Libra¬ 
ry. These include: 

1. Develop an adequate local 
history collection. This will in¬ 
clude books, documents, pic¬ 
tures, newspapers, etc., relat¬ 
ing to Sierra Madre, past and 
present. 

2. Prepare displays of some 
of this material occasionally. 

These will be shown in the 
exhibit case built for the soci¬ 
ety collection in the Library’s 
Community Room. 

3. Organize a Sierra Madre 
historical exhibit for display in 
the Community Room in May. 

May was chosen because it co¬ 
incides with the society’s an¬ 
nual meeting. 

All persons who have docu¬ 
ments or other material per¬ 
taining to the history of Sierra 
Madre and its residents werq 
urged to contribute them to the 
Library’s local history collec¬ 
tion. 

Miss Martha C. Pritchard read 
a paper which explained the 
importance of preserving rec¬ 
ords of the community’s his¬ 
tory. 

Later, Raymond D. Andrews 
called attention to a recent 
article in “Time Magazine” 
about Max Thornberg and his 
role in helping settle a bad 
situation in Turkey. Thornberg 
grew up in Sierra Madre and 
became a vice president of 
Standard Oil. 

William F. Holtz, curator of 
the Pasadena Historical Society, 
discussed “-Pasadena, Then and 
Now,” and showed color slides 
of early Pasadena as com¬ 
pared with the present. 

Vice President Andrews pre¬ 
sided in the absence of the 
president, C. W. Jones, who is 


Judge Asks 
Traffic Study; 
Speed Change 


Judge Joseph A. Sprankle Jr. 
of the Pasadena Municipal 
Court urged the Sierra i.Ladre 
City Council to institute a traf¬ 
fic study here that could result 
in speed law changes. 

In a letter to the City Coun¬ 
cil, Judge Sprankle said that 
“our present speed laws and 
posting are most unrealistic 
and very difficult to under¬ 
stand.” 

“I am personally hopeful,” he 
continued, “that the time will 
come when we have a fixed 
speed law with maximums for 
various districts. 

Under the 1955 amendment to 
the State Vehicle Code, the 
judge said, cities can increase 
or decrease their speed limits, 
after a study, by zoning in 
five-mile-per-hour intervals be¬ 
tween speeds of 25 to 55 miles 
an hour. 

In reply. City Administrator 
Lawrence Bevington pointed out 
that the Southern California 
Automobile Club has made a 
study of Sierra Madre traffic 
conditions and that the city is 
now awaiting a report. 


L.A. COUNTY MAY 
SUPPLY BUILDING 
INSPECTOR HERE 


Sierra Madre may get a new 
building inspector supplied by 
Los Angeles County to succeed 
Wiiliam Lees, who resigned. 

The City Council at Tuesday’s 
meeting authorized Adminis¬ 
trator Lawrence Bevington to 
conduct preliminary negotia¬ 
tions with the county on the 
possibility of getting a build¬ 
ing inspector and to report at 
the ne.xt council meeting Nov. 8. 

Bevington, who proposed the 
plan, said the county can sup¬ 
ply inspectors who would work 
for the city on call. This sys¬ 
tem, he said, probably would 
be cheaper than the $450 to 
$500 a month necessary to hire 
a full-time inspector here. 

Several of the councilmen ex¬ 
pressed doubt over the desira¬ 
bility of hiring an outside man, 
one supplied by the county, for 
the job.

In conjunction with this 
show, we believe a rather 
unique method of selecting the 
prize painting has been formu¬ 
lated. The opportunity of voting 
for the winriing painting has 
been broadened so as to give 
consideration to as wide and 
diversified opinions as possible. 

Voting will be by four groups 
—the public, a three-man se¬ 
lected jury of experts, the ex¬ 
hibitors and the Exhibits Com¬ 
mittee. The public vote will 
count 20 per cent, the exhibi¬ 
tors 20 per cent, the Exhibits 
Committee 20 per cent, and the 
jury 40 per cent. The votes will 
be tallied and properly evalu¬ 
ated by professional auditors. 

The jury will consist of L. 
Feitelson, artist and teacher; 
W. Joseph Fulton, director of 
the Pasadena Museum, and W. 
Jarvis Barlow, art critic of the 
Pasadena Independent — all of 
whom are experienced and well 
qualified jurors. 

The show promises to be of 
high artistic quality and diver¬ 
sified styles and techniques. 
There wil^ be an opportunity 
to meet the participating art¬ 
ists at the reception in .the gal¬ 
lery on the opening night of 
the show. Nov. 4, from 8 to 
10 o’clock. 

Considerable interest and en¬ 
thusiasm has already been ex¬ 
hibited widely over this show 
and it is hoped all Sierra 
Madreans will see it. 

An additional treat is in store 
at the Library, running concur¬ 
rently with the Purchase Priie 
Exhibition. That is sculpture 
work by David Swanson. These 
will be confined to the cases 
at the Library entrance and 
therefore will limit his display 
to smaller pieces. 

The sculpture reflects an art¬ 
ist of sound training and orig¬ 
inal design. Mr. Swanson is an 
expert with wood and utiiizes 
grain and texture to its fullest 
possibilities. He is also a pro¬ 
found student of human and 
animal life. 

Much enthusiasm, too, ema- 
natets from this writer, who is 
about to enjoy the fruition of a 
dream come true. The Library 
is rapidly becoming the cul¬ 
tural center of our community. 
We hope the excellent response 
required for launching this first 
show will continue to be forth¬ 
coming each year, thereby be¬ 
coming a fine tradition and 
providing lasting beauty and 
inspiration. 


The resignation of William 
R. Mackie from the Sierra 
Madre Police Department was 
regretfully accepted at Tues¬ 
day’s Council meeting. 

Mackie, who entered the po¬ 
lice force here in 1948, said 
that the press of other busi¬ 
ness and the fact that he has 
not fully recovered from inju¬ 
ries received in an auto acci¬ 
dent last Nov. 25, forced his 
decision to resign. 

The Council, in sending 
Mackie a letter of apprecia¬ 
tion, noted that the city is “los¬ 
ing a capable and worthwhile 
police officer.” 


A total of 257 persons have 
died as of Oct. 13, 19.55, in Los 
Angeles traffic. 

This figure, released by Los 
Angeles police, shows that these 
fatalities are more than 10 per 
cent higher than those of last 
year at this same time. 

If accidents continue at their 
present pace, it is probable that 
340 persons will be dead by the 
end of 1955. — 

Since 1949, city traffic fatali¬ 
ties for a 12-month period have 
been kept under the 300-mark. 
Last year the toll climbed to 
315 deaths.

Dear Sir; 

Mr. Shippey in his column of 
Oct. 20 abuses and insults the 
American Legion for its stand 
on UNESCO. He refers to their 
“sheepishness” i n following 
“swashbuckling, intolerant and 
unthinking professional patri¬ 
ots.” 

I’ll take the soldiers who 
fought in defense of our coun¬ 
try and “professional” patriots 
like Gen. George E. Stratemey- 
er in preference to professional 
left wing, radical international¬ 
ists who through UNESCO are 
trying to indoctrinate our 
school children with the idea 
that it is wrong to be patriotic. 

According to the constitution 
of UNESCO our citizens con¬ 
nected with it have a loyalty 
to UNESCO above that to the 
United States. 

Art. 6, Par. 5 states: “The 
Director General and his staff 
. . . .shall not seek or receive 
Instructions from any govern¬ 
ment or from any authority ex¬ 
ternal to the organization.” 

Each member of the staff 
takes an oath “to discharge 
these functions . . . with the 
interests of UNESCO only in 
view and not to seek or accept 
instructions . . . from any gov¬ 
ernment.” 

In 1954, Luther Evans, direc¬ 
tor-general, was asked by our 
government to fire employes 
who had refused to answer re¬ 
garding their loyalties. In his 
reply he said there would be 
no dismissals at “simply the 
request of a government.” His 
loyalty was to UNESCO, not to 
the United States, 

This outfit is composed, in 
part, of atheists, socialists, com¬ 
munists and fellow travelers 
who propose to tell us and the 
rest of the world what our cul¬ 
ture should be. 

The statement in Mr. Ship- 
pey’s column that Russia has 
always opposed UNESCO is in¬ 
correct. On pg. 46 of UNESCO 
Courier, Aug.-Sept., 1954, is the 
following: 

“U.S.S.R., Byelorussia and 
Ukraine become members of 
UNESCO.” On April 21, 1954, 
Mr. Malik signed the UNESCO 
Constitution for his govern¬ 
ment. On May 21, 1954, Mr. 
Malik, at the request of his 
government, signed on behalf 
of Byelorussia and the Ukraine, 
bringing the membership to 72 
at that time. Ru.ssia stayed out 
for a time no doubt so that 
other nations like us would not 
back away. 

There is ample proof that 
many of those internationalists 
favor world government but 
space doesn’t permit further 
quotations. Without world gov¬ 
ernment there is no wa.v in 
which to enforce their theories.

public, and they are fortunate 
in having a great leader. Chan¬ 
cellor Adenauer. He stands for 
a united Germany that will be 
peaceful and that will find its 
mission in friendly cooperation 
with its neighbors. 

He is determined that Ger¬ 
many’s legitimate needs for se¬ 
curity and sovereign equality 
shall be met without a revival 
of German militarism. It would, 
however, be a tragic mistake to 
assume that because most of 
the Germans now have chosen 
that enlightened viewpoint, the 
injustice of dividing Germany 
can therefore be perpetuated 
without grave risk. 

There are many nations who 
feel that their own future secu¬ 
rity and world peace urgently 
require that Germany should 
be reunited, and enabled, if it 
so desires, to become a party 
to the Western European ar¬ 
rangements for limitation, con¬ 
trol and integration of armed 
forces, so that they can never 
serve an aggressive purpose. 
There are thers who profess to 
feel that a United Germany 
within NATO would endanger 
them even under these condi¬ 
tions. 

To bridge this difference, the 
Western Powers are ready to 
advance some over-all plan of 
European security which would 
give the Soviet Union substan- 
t i a 1 additional reassurances. 
The conjunction of this attitude 
of the Western Poiyers and with 
the like mood of the Federal 
Republic of Germany provides 
an unprecedented opportunity. 

But the German mood which 
I describe may not always per¬ 
sist. Also, it cannot be assumed 
that the Western Powers, in¬ 
cluding the United States, will 
always be ready to enlarge 
their present commitments to 
meet Soviet concern about Eu¬ 
ropean security. 

The present opportunity is so 
unusual and so full of construc¬ 
tive possibilities that it can be 
hoped that the forthcoming 
Four - Power Foreign Ministers 
Meeting will find a solid basis 
for the reunification of Ger¬ 
many within a framework of 
European Security. 


GERMAN REUNIFICATION 

By John Foster Dulles, 
Secretary of State 

(Guest Columnist for Rep. 

Edgar W. Hiestand) 

The invitation extended to 
me by Rep. Edgar W. Hie- 
staand to be his guest colum- 
ni.st this week offers me an 
opportunity to relate for his 
readers the principal problems 
that will come up before the 
Foreign Ministers Conference 
this month in Geneva in con¬ 
nection with the reunification 
of Germany and European se¬ 
curity. 

Last May, the three Western 
Powers proposed a “two-stage” 
effort. The “first stage” would 
be a meeting of the heads of 
government themselves to pro¬ 
vide “a new impetus” for a 
“second stage,” which would be 
that of detailed examination of 
the substance of the problems. 

The first phase of the pro¬ 
gram occurred at Geneva last 
July when the four heads of 
government met. They clearly 
manifested their common de¬ 
sire for peace and better rela¬ 
tions. Specifically, they agreed 
that further efforts should be 
made in three fields: 

(1) European security and 
Germany;. (2) disarmament, 
and (3) development of contact 
between East and West. 

Now we enter on the agreed 
“second stage” where the spirit 
of Geneva will be tested. A 
United Nations subcommittee 
is already discussing the Ge¬ 
neva ideas about disSrment. 
The Western Powers will asso¬ 
ciate, where appropriate, with 
the Federal Republic of Ger¬ 
many and their other NATO 
partners. 

At the coming meeting, agreed 
priority will be given to the 
closely linked problem of the 
reunification of Germany and 
the problem of European secu¬ 
rity. This is as it should be. 

The Germany people have 
now been forcibly divided for 
over 10 years. The perpetuation 
of this division is a crime 
against nature. 

Three-quarters of the Ger¬ 
mans are in the Federal Re-
